During the recent covtroversy which raged. around 
‘the Government's proposal to increase the assessed taxes 
from 13 per cent. to 20 per cent. it was very ‘Frequently 
pointed out that the assessable value of the Colony was 
Tast growing and the Government was.snre to reap a.bigger 
revenne from house taxation this year than last, even it it 
did not increase the percentage of the rate. -In view of 
’ that and a wide public protest the Government was induced 
to drop its propusal. Yesterday we were enabled to publish 
the figures of the Colony’s ratable value based on the new 
assessment which caine into force un July Ist. and from 
these it was clearly’ shown that the Colony is going well 
abead in the value of ratable property it possesses. 
. -\s cornpared with ten years ago the value of ratable 
Property has iereased Ob.35 per cent. and that in itself is 
indicative of very rapid growth. At the making of the 
last assessment a year ago the value of ratable property was 
given as $J 7.402.159, wuich was au increase ou the previous 
year of SLT04.158. ‘This vear it is returned as $18,696,760, 
Qn increase of SULUS7 001, or Tl per cent. lhere yan 
the Government has ample cause for satisfaction. rhe 
revenue of the Government during 12) from assessed 
taxes was $2,122,300 and in its Budget for 1921, presented 
to the Council last autumn, it was estimated that the 
Tevenue from the sane Source this year would be $2,250,000. 
In view ox the increased ratable valve that will be earning 
money for the Government during the last six mouths o: 
this year and the fact that a great deal of new property 
will beyin to bear revenue ‘it 18 difficult to see how this 
figure of two-and-a-quarter millions’ will not be exceeded. 
It should be much nearer two-and-a-half millions, which is 
surely a fair return. Ovebus tu.bear in mind that the growth 
of Hongkong’s ratable value does uotsolely represent growth 
in buiiding—oue wishes that it did. It represents in ‘part 
the additional rewtal cals of property.on account of land- 
Jords increases. And: that is just why the Government 
was so recently taken to task tor not putting a stop-to 
landlords’ protiteering. Under the system worked in Hong- 
kong the Government gets more revenue when rentals are 
put up, because instead of making a separate valuation on 
its own for the purpose of levying the rates it has been 
content to take the landlords’ valuation as reflected in the 
rent they demand. We very directly accused the Govern- 
ment of knowing that it stood to gain by high rentals and 
' failed-to intertere in consequence of that knowledge. In 
the light of what has happened -recently—the reversal of 
~ its decision to increase the taxes and the Bill restricting 
rents which it put through on Monday—we are happy to 


: Jearn otherwise. 


But we must plead for the necessity of a separate 
valuation, for until we get that we shall never get a fair 
‘ Tevying of house taxation. The adoption of some such 
procedure as is followed by municipalities at Home is what 
“we urge. The rental value and ratable valne there differs 
. often considerably as most of our readers are aware. In 
some cases the ratable value is higher than the rental value, 
but in the majority of instances it is distinctly lower. At 
any rate it is an independent valuation made by municipal 
Officials for municipal purposes and the adoption of a 
similar scheme here would remove cause for much doubt as 
to the Governments impartiality. It might cost a little 
more, but justice demauds that it shoutd be dune.

Christianity in Japan.

The ‘ Boneyards.” 

The anchorages at Ysumati 
and in Kowloon Bay for ships 
temporarily out ofcommission are 
harbouring 17 small steamers at 
Present, most af which are owned 
by Chinese. The vessels are tied 
up fur various reasons; soine be- 
Cause there is no profitable open- 
ing.for them in the meantime: 
others for want of repair—an ex- 
pensive item these days. These: 
two “bonevards “—tho shipping 
markets of ongkung--contain 
ships still good for many a day 
which are open to purchase. 

The latest vessel to be brought 
into service again is the steamer 
Kwong Lee Loy, 463 tons. After 
a sojourn of one year and seven 
months at Yaumati she has been 
purchased by a Chinese company 
and renamed Wah Kew. She 
sailed yesterday .afternoon for 
Canton to enter her new trade. 

There has been adiminution in 
the number of vessels tied up io 
these retreats during the las: 
month or two. In Junesix ofthe 
idle fleet were re-commissioned, 
while this month two have come 
back tu employment so far.’ Two 
pew ships ore moored in the 
anchorages—the Kam Ma and 
the Kwong Foon. They have 
been there for 2 month or two al- 
ready and there is no news of 
them being brought into service 
yet. 

Shipping and the Rice 
. Supplies. - 

A contributing cause to the 
colourless state of the charter 
market as it affects Hongkong at 
present is the bie m vement of 
tice to Europe and Java. accord- 
ing to @ local ship broker, The 
rice matket in Hongkong ig not 
overstocked at the moment and 
supplies are reported to be very 
low due to only itregular ship. 
ments coming into the port of 
late. There is a big demand 
elsewhere, however, particulary 
from Europe and Java for Saigon 
and Bangkok stocks and as thesa 
markets are busy fulfilling heavy 
futures for August.September 
delivery therois little freight offer. 
ing for, Hongkong. Although 
there was a sharp advanne in the 
prices of rice locally, quotasions 
here are still below those ruling 
Bt the ports of shipment. 

Anembargo against the export 
of rice from Burma haa gone into 
effect owing to the bigh prices 
which prevailed “there. Con- 
sequently the other markets are 
securing the business usually 
done in Burma, and the demands 
at Saigon and Bangkok are parti- 
cularly heavy just now because of 
the-prohibition of export from the 
Indian field. Cuba js -egain' im. 
porting and orders are coming to 
Saigon and Huogkong in fair 
numbers. 

The latest market Teport 
teceived focally from ‘Saizon, 
Saya, under date of July 13, that 
the market has been ruling firm 
during the last fortnight with a 
strong tendency upward. The 
demand from abroad continues to 
be quite fair and higher prices 
are tobe expected. Rice brokers 
in Hongkong predict that there 
will be no lowering in price of the 
commodity until the new crop 
comes in at the end of the present 
year,

HE GAVE HIS BLOOD. 


A SOLDIER'S BATTLEFIELD 
SACRIFICE. 


Much interest was aroused re- 
cently by an offer of £20 to any 
“healthy person who would sacri- 
fica a2 pint of blood to save a 
child's fife. Blood transfusion ia 
by no means uncommon, and 
there are many cases that are 
never brought to the public 
notice. One instance thatrecentiy 
came to light of a soidier who 
gave two pints of his blood to 
seve a comrade’s Ife is well 
_ worth chronicling. 


The narrator, Private F. W- 
Warr who now lives at 2, 
Wheatley’s Cottages, Crewkerne, 
Somerset, England, had an in- 
teresting story to relate. 
joined up in 1915, and went on 
active service just before Christ- 
mas, 1916. He was wounded no 
less than three times, and it was 
while in the 19th Casualty Clear- 
ing Station, France, after hie 
third wound that thedirect trans- 
fusion of blood took place. 


Pte. Warr has in his possession 
interesting documents relating to 
tha avent. One from the Office? 
commanding the 19th C.CS. 
states that he had volunteered ae 

‘a dondr of blond, and gave two 
pints. Later Warr was sent to 
join the 3rd Somersets, and the 
commanding officer of that Bat- 
talion received from the 19th 
C.C.8. the following -—" I beg'to 
joform you that No. 27709 Pte. F. 
Warr gave his. blood for direct 
Papsfusion on October 33th, 1917, 
nd thereby saved the life of a 
severely wounded comrade.” 


The etory of Pte. Warr's ex- 
perience ehould be interesting to 
sufferers from violent headaches, 
indigestior, nerve troubles, and 
‘pheomatism., which in almost 
every inftance spring from onP 
source—poverty of blood.
